mans threw off the mask and the same 
evening organized a systematic massacre. 
One hundred and fifty Armenians were 
led oyt Into the street and shot or had 
their throats cut.

TEPPELINKILLS. 


Civians Victims: of ‘Bombs 
French Raliroad Damaged: 
Craft Driven Away. 


(By Cable to the Chicage Tribunc.) 
CALAIS, Feb. 22.—A German Zeppelin 
dropped ten bombs on this city early this 
morning. Five persons were killed and 
a number of houses wrecked by two of 
the missiles, while the remainder fell 
without doing any harm. 

Leaving here, the vessel sailed inland 
and endeavored to wreck the St. Omer, 
Hazebrouck and Dunkirk railroad. The 
effort so far as material damage was con- 
cerned failed, but fear of the huge airship 
was ihdicated when service along the line 
was suspended. Trains resumed their 
schedule only when the Zeppelin disap- 
peared in the direction of Dunkirk. 


_ Fire Bombs Hit Buildings. 
The German craft dropped two incendl- 
ary bombs on Fontinettes, which is a lit- 
tle over a mile south of St. Omer and Mes. 
twenty miles southeast of Dunkirk. Sev- 
eral buildings were damaged, but céivil- 
lans escaped injury. 
From Fonttnettes the afrehip flew In the 
direction of Dunkirk. Aza the craft hove 
in sight sharpehooters in the allies’ camp 
took pot shots at the invader, forcing it 
to change fits course and fly. around the 
city over the channel. 
Raid Officially Admitted. 

PARIS, Feb. 22, via London, Feb. 23, 
12:24 a. m-—The official communication 
issued by the French war office tonight 
tells of the bombardment of Calais by 
a Zeppelin, which dropped bombs and 
killed five civillans. The text follows: 

“A Zeppelin airship bombarded Calais 
this morning. It dropped ten projectiles 
and killed five persone belonging to the 
civil population and caused some unim- 
portant material damage.”

Deaths When Vessel 
Was Destroyed, 


BRYAN ASKS ALL FACTS

LONDON, Feb. 22.—A dis-

THE HAGUE, Feb. 22.—Late tonight 
the thirteen missing men from the Ameri- 
can steamer Evelyn's crew which was de- 
stroyed by a mine in the North sea had 
not been reported from any point in Hol- 
land. | 
Inquiries of the coast guard stations 
have brought the reply that nothing has 
been geen or heard of that part of the 
crew who. were reported to have pro- 
ceeded for Holland after the steamer was. 
blown up, A dense fog prevailed through- 
out yesterday and today along the coast. 
Holland Is Growing Uneasy. 
A tense undercurrent of feeling has 


been running through all classes in Hol- 


land for the last two or threedays. This 
is attributed to public concern owing to 
Germany's action in not replying to the 
Dutch note of protest concerning the 
North sea war zone and neryousness as 
to what might result from the German 
blockade, and submarine activity, which 
poasibly might produce an untoward in- 
cident at any moment. 
Although vessels belonging to other 
neutral states have suffered, Dutch ships 
have escaped damage, but many seamen 
are demanding increased wages owing 
to the risks, 
Some of the men decline to sail and 
have left their ships, eapecially those 
bound for England. Numbers of passen- 
gers for the Dutch East Indies have de- 
cided to pass through Germany to Genoa, 
in order to take ship there. 

Many Troops on Move. 
Even the Dutch fishing boats, by gov- 
ernmental order, ere to be painted in the 
national colors, while their crews have 
been advised to carry with them evi- 
dences of their nationality. 
The continued movements of troops 
toward the various frontier points and 
the,constant work of military engineers 
on inundation works have increased the 
uneasiness of the people. 

The newspapers generally refrain from 
commenting on the situation. 
SEEK TO BLAME BRITON. 
BERLIN, Feb. 22.—According to ad- 
vices received here Capt. Smith of the 
American steamer Evelyn has informed 
the German authorities that his ship came 
to grief through the advico of a British’ 
navel boarding officer, who instructed 
him to follow the course on which he 
struck the mines instead of the northecty 
course as leitd down in the German in- 

structions.

Premier Talks of Plan. 

The allied governments have not de- 
cided upon the precise attitude which it is 
proposed to adopt in retaliation against 
Germany's recently initiated belligerent 
policy. but a speedy agreement is expect- 
ed, Repiying to a question in the house 
of commons this afternoon, Premier 
Asquith said: 

“The allied governments are consider- 
ing what action it would be proper to 
take in the way of reprisals against the 
German policy of attacking and destroy- 
ing British, allied, and neutrel merchant 
vessels without warning and without an 
attempt being made to save the lives of 
civilians and innocent crews.

William H. Parry of Washing- 
ton. 
‘George Rublee of New Hamp- 
shire. 

Davies, Hurley, and Harris are Demo- 
crats. Parry and Rublee are Progres- 
sives. The president did not recognize 
the Republican party in making his se- 
lections., . 

That a fight -will-be made to prevent the 
confirmation of the trade commission ap- 
pears likely. However, the administra- 
tion leaders will make an attempt to con- 
firm the nominations at an executive ses- 
gion tomorrow before the opposition can 


take a definite and united form. 


Action Angers Republicans. 
Republican senators are miffed at Presi- 
dent Wilson’s action. Their sentimezt 
was thus expressed by Senator William 
Alden Smith of Michigan today: 

* The président evidently cannot see a 
Republican. He didn’t choose a Repub- 
lican for the federal. reserve board and 
lie hasn’t chosen a Republican for the 
federal trade commission.” 

In addition to the fight on the com- 
mission as a whole, because of the po- 
litical phase of the situation, there will 
be a fight on practically all of the men 
named as individuals. 

Mr. Davies at present is commissioner 
of corporations. Aliso he is secretary 
of the Democratic national committee. 
He has been criticized for refusing to 
give up the latter place while holding 
the former. He has announced his in- 
tention of resigning as national commit- 

’ teeman, but Repuplican senators say he 
has reached this conclusion too late. 


Fight on Hurley Planned. 

The fight on Mr. Huriey is yet in 
embryo. During the consideration of the 
ship purchase bil, Republican senators 
frequently referred to his support of that 
measure ii connection with the promise 
of appointmeit to membership on the 
trade commission.

Bern- 
hardt’s pulse and temperature were nor- 
mal and that the condition of the patient 
continued good: 
For a time it appeared that the opera- 
tion would have to be delayed. Prof. 
Pozzi was to have used the knife, but 
he was called to the colores to serve at 
the Val-de-Grace hospital in Paris, and 
he found it would be impossible to return 
here for several days.

The foreign office explains it has taken 
this course because Germany has refused 
to put a stop to cash requisitions in 
Belgium. — 

Ietter from Sir Edward Grey.

Grey, the British foreign secretary. It 
is dated Feb. 22; and says in part: 

“Dear Mr. Hoover: Your return from 
Germany and the information you have 
given me regarding the result of your 
journey afford me the opportunity to sum 
up the negotiations which passed between 
the commission for relief in Belgium and 
his majesty’s government in reply to the 
various letters you have written me. 

“When the work of the commission 
was originally set on foot through the 
United States and Spanish ambassadors 
in London in behalf of the Belgian goy- 
ernment, his majesty’s’ government 
agreed that all food supplies from-neu- 
tral countri¢s through the’ commission 
should pass into Belgium without inter- 
ruption for distribution among the Bel- 
giam people under guarantees given by 
the German government to the comimis- 
sion.
